The sultan summoned his grand 


vizier. Tew/llc Pnsha, and .the minis- 
ter of war, ISdhom Pasha, .to come to 
him, when the guns first began to 
sound. 
They 
remained 
with' him 


throughout the day and received bul- 
letins of 'the disaster from time, to 
time. The sultan's bearing is described 
'as troublud. lie was silent and out- 
wardly calm, and was considerate and 
courteous toward his aids and others. 


The question Is now being asked by 


everyone: What will be done with t!ia 
sultan? Tills Inquiry was'made direct- 
ly to Colonel Hamdl at tho headquar- 
ters of Sclicfkct Pasha, the command- 
er of tho second and third army corps, 
and he replied: 


Sultan Will Be Tried. 


"His majedty's relation to the events 


of March 13 'will, I understand, be con- 
sidered by a commission ot notable 
men sitting privately. Tho endeavor 
will be to 'arrive at a just estimate of 
his majesty's position.". 


Colonel llamdi added that neither 


General Schci'korf. nor any of the four 
principal subordinate commanders had 
seen the sultan. 


"But w« have been told," said ho, 


"by odlccrs ot the household that his 
attitude has bad nothing to do with 
tho deplorable occurrences. He is and 
has been tor tho constitution. This .Is 
not a civil war but a \punltlve expedi- 
tion. Our task Is to cleanse the 'army 
from sod I linn and bring It to a proper 
stato of discipline; to find, try and 
execute those who have murdered 
their officers and devised and led the 
rising against the authority - of the 
state. Wo shall court-martial tho sus- 
pected persons and execute those that 
are condemned, who will number pos- 
sibly 50, possibly 200." 


Enver Bey. one of tho leaders of tho 


TOUHR Turks, when asked how mili- 
tary men regarded tho sultan, replied: 


"Wo do not have an opinion on that 


ctibjnct. The sultan Is In the hands of 
parliament. The army is the instru- 


j ment. ot civil authority and the army's 


mission In this affair is to uphold tho 
civil government."

he would have seen at dawn sentinels 
thickly scattered In the grounds be- 
tween the palace and Bosphortts and 
at the gates of the canal, through 
which barges pass from, tho Ylldiz toy 
lake to the Bosphorus. 


Squaring the Sultan. 


Later, in front of the main gates 


of tho palace, a row oE eunuchs sat on 
chairs sunning themselves and watch- 
Ing tho movements of the officers con- 
nected with the transfer of the guar- 
dianship of the sultan's person. 


Metndouk Pasha, commander ot tho 


surrendered palace'guards, came slow- 
ly out of the gate. He was allowed to 
keep Ills sword, but was attended by 
officers whose swords are missing, 
Meuitlouk Pasha paused to talk with 
the correspondents. 


"It It the will of Allah," said he. 


"We have done our duty."
